a« A consider at loo of how the SfS could have secured the list of 

73 n&ase took up a good part of the evening* In this connection, CARBO 

delivered a breakdown of the 73 names according to the Referent visit ad. 

y- 

As the attached repor/iows, the visitors ware not localised to one or 
two Beferenten, but were spread among nine of thee* All had keen visitors 
to l», 29l none had visited linden* (the second building which had been 
givn up early in Fab £$)« CARBO also delivered a copy of a B ep o e t on 
the Karl SCHULZ case which had been furnished to the police) it parallels 
the report earlier furnished to KOBARK* The possible ways In which ae 
~~ j iRweil— wwdbt the SfS could have gotten the naaes in question* 

were then examined, as fbilowst 

(1) An SfS agent, possibly SCHUI2, got access to the Beanchenettel* 

probable 

.^Evidence indicates that these Zettel wears the/ source of the intonation* 
Precisely bom access to the Zettel could have been obtained is discussed 
' in greater detail^ below* 



(2) The US agent could have taken the information tr cm the dally 
list prepared by Horn (Siohard'^UFRTSL), the Pfoertner* He prepays* a 
list giving last naae 9 BBt A 19 designation, tine in, and time out* The 
first name is sometimes Lac laded in oases of very common last names* 



This Is improbable, howew, since Bom's list did not contain as auoh 
info as the SfS list, aliS^inc luded first names In all oases and 

city (but not street adiresi)* The SfS list was not arranged in the same 
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order as Horn* s January 1955 lists, nor did they baar any other relation 
to each other,^except that the same names were on both lists, of course* 

0) Horn could have (repared a separata list, if be were SIS agent* 

But this ia only very tenuously conceivable. Practically, it is impossible* 
IADBU, CARBO, and HENARD all check his at odd tines during the day to 
Insure that he does not* Be can be observed from overhead (balcony) 
without his knowing it* This is not just a paper precaution, since 
Horn has in the past shown sons tendency to gossip with visitors to 
show his own importance, etc* Checks keep this to a minimum as wtll 
as insuring the preparation of no separate list* 

(U; The SfS list could have been wade up from the Beaucher £ax%i 
maintained by Heynen* Heynen could have prepared such a list if be 
were SfS) Schnidt could have prepared such a list (he takes the 
Beaueherzettel which are also prepared by Synen to the appropriate 
Beferenten)) or so me other person could slip into Heynen f s room 
while both Hsyhem end Schmidt are out of the room* tm This is 
highly improbable, however, since the — Bail times when both are 
out of the room at the same time art rare) these occasions are brief) 
and an unauthorised person trying to copy names from gefclet the 
cards would never know when either Schmidt or Heynen would return* 

More importantly, however, internal evidence indicates that the SfS 
list did not come from the Besuoher Hrtei* The cards o cm tain the fall 
address, while the SfS list contains only the city or general area (as 
notsd on the Zettel)* It Is possible, but probably unlikely that the 
SfS would delete the full address) this remains a possibility, however, 
ii jie SfS intended their list to reach Western eyes as part of a 
CJlDSAIK attempt an CADROIT-^he. SfS might then delete the full address 
to conceal 'their real source* The most persuasive evidence that the 



SfS Hat wa a not taken Aron the Besucher iartei, bo .vever, lies in the 
fact that approx, 20 of the 73 names were incorrectly Sielled— a© 
much so that it had originally been thought that these twenty bad not 
visited CADROIT at all, since they could not be found at first in 
the *artei, Heynen's hurried hadwriting on the Besucheriettel, which 
Is soon to be destroyed, Is quite poor, while his handwriting on the 
cards, which are Intended as a permanent record. Is such better, Wad 
And tbs last names of all persons in the ^artel are printed in very 
legible manner* ; screened samples of tbs cards and the Set tel 

which CARBO bad with hie in another connection end found these differences 
in handwriting legibility to be quite pronounced (CAHBO did not know 
the purpose of the screening when the material was orij^jml^ handad 
over)* It thus appears that the SfS agent Incorrectly deciphered mmm 
the last names of 20 of the visitors 1 names as they appeared on the 
fettelf since the cards would have produced no error* 

C5) Schmidt could have prepared a list if he were SfS, But again, 
he knows Heynen's writing well, working twtwr with it IS hours e day, sad 
would not have made the twenty errors in transcribing tbs names* Se also 
would probably do It the easy ny— through copying from the Besucher 
Cartel to which be bad access, where the last names are printed, 

(6) Surveillance of visitors as they leave the building could have 
identified the persons. Balds from the fact that such extensive surveillance 
aa would be necessary to catch over 70 visitors on one month would rum 
considerable risk of being noticed, apprehended, etc* (there is a 
policeman in front of the building! CAHBO's room looks right down on the 
front entrance and area, etc), such surveillance would probably have 
provided much more information concerning the individual visitors that 
was found on the list. And the Information resulting from surveillance 
Would have been much were precise-the twenty errors would have been avoided. 
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b. It thus appeared that the info in the SfS list had boon probably 
taken from Basucheraettel rather than to any of tha other possibla ways 
noted above, since the SfS Info matched tha Besucherzettel precisely, while 
there were laportant difference from tha info which would be available in 
tha other f— conceivable poasiblitieaj these latter differences 
could be explained only through rather tenuous and speculative reasoning* 
Attention was then turned to the Zettel and how an SfS agent eight have 
gotten access to thee, as follows 

(1) A Referent, secretary, or other staffer who was really an 
SfS agent could enter a Referent 1 e room while it was temporarily un- 
oooupled and copy oJCftbe n sees and other info el to be found an the 
Beeuehersettel an the sis sing staffer 1 s desk* GARBO felt It would here 
been difficult to hrntta have gotten so many news in one month in this 
■inner, even if one particular^ careless Referent had been the chief 
target. But as the breakdown of tha 73 naaea/'tbey were spread eeong 
nine Keferentm (with three Referwnten having handled $S of the 73 
visitors and other Referenten having handled from 1 to 6 of tha visitors)# 
CAHBO feel it is highly unlikely that the 73 news could have been 
gotten In this manner, particularly In view of the danger of being 
caught flagrante delicto by a returning Referent or secretary# A weaker 
spot in the security santomputindrip than this chancy method would 
probably have been sought. 

(2) Info could have been copied off of piles of Zettel which accumulate 
on Haynes's desk while Scheldt is out delivering previous Zettel* GARBO 
again feels that it is highly unlikely that the names could have bean s e» 
cured in this nAnnar# Heynen and Scheldt are not gone that often or 

that long. Hqrnan is precise about securing Zettel in a daek drawer if 
he doea have to leave# And the chance of being caught in the act la again 
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'both large and obvious* 

(3) The person taking the old Zettel, along with other mete paper, 
down to the box in the basement where It was stored pending burning* 
could have either copied or secreted the Zettel* This Is a dear pndkttbgt 
possibility* Nho takes bum eater lal to the baseoent/ These persona 
ordinarily take their own material and bum it themselvesi Heynen* 

Frl. Koerster (BENAKD's Secy)* fVau von Ro«* AToXff (Kaiser’s replaceatoti 
aa photographer)* and Kaiser* The procdure for the Referenten and 
Secretaries in general was for the cleaning woasn tb take the oaterial 
down at the end of the day and put it in the bon* where it waa kept 
until it could be burned (a delay of a day or two waa mtouajK not 
uocoaraa)* It should be noted hare that the Beferentea and secretaries 
were supposed to sterilise the Zettel before putting thee in the waste 
paper so that they could not be read (by sera thing out the nans* and 
then ripping In a manner making it impossible to put the pieces together)* 

The Zettel had not always been sterilised in this manner* h omw v etw this 
factor pos aibly/probably accounts for the large number of x±xx of the 
73 visitors handled by the Ref area tea Beelits (blind)* ftestphal* and 
ligeoer* These Referenten and secretaries were probably the most careless 
in sterilising* (Note References in earlier CARBOHTDRATR contact reporta 
to indications that the SfS had precise information on when certain 
DEB residents bad visited Westphal)* Shiah cleaning women might have 
had access to the Zettel during January and other possible period of 
tine? GARBO was not sure* will check which cleaning wooenjf tore an 
duty when* The personnel list oon fains the name of only rwifttergarete 
Leipnlts* the wife of the driver* Rudolf) GARBO feels there were two* 
however* This possiHLity tobe discussed again later* 

(it) Any staffer could have picked old Zettel out of the box where 
towrwwSwhrta wastepaper was kept pending a chanoe to bum it* This is 
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also a plear possibility, since the chest was not always locked. A ny 

staffer in CADROIT would become suspect -within the texv.? of this possibility# 
described befew 

lot# that new measures/have included insuring that the chest is always 
looked in the future* 

(5) The person who burned the waste paper could have secreted or 
copied old Zettel. This is e clear possibility, and possibly the wort 
likely ooe. Any person designated by the Organizations Abteiling can 
bum, the chief of the Org. Abt. being froelich. The person/ 'who normally 
burnt was the sick Schadow. His place was taken by Schulz when he was 111 . 
Schadow was ill from July 195k to the middle of August (Sohuls did not 
bum during this period according to CARBO-the burning was dona by 
Dreeeon and RudolpR among possible others)* Schadow was ill from 6 Dec 195U 
to the middle of February, the period during which Ala 71 of the pereons 

on the SfS list visited C* DROIT j Schuli burned regularly during this 
period * Schadow was ill during two weeks in April) it could not be 
determined whether Schulz had burned dving this period or not. Hot# 
that one visitor on the SfS list visited in March, while the last and 
73 person has not yet been located in the Besucher Kartel. 

The waste material was burned in a specially built trench outside of 
the building) It was not burned in the furnace, according to GARBO* 

Hot# that this description of burning applied only to the 1,1 mas tr. 
building* Hone of the visitors on the list of 73 had klsited the 
smaller building in Idndenthalerallee, which waa given up early in 
February* 

(6) Finally, a tenuously possible manner in which the SfS might 

hare gained acceea to the Zettel is An through searches by a Spitzel 

through desks of Refer eaten after close of business* This possibility 

is almost certainly the fact that the doors to the Keferented*

roots were not only supposed to be locked at close of business, but are 
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locked with only very rare exceptions due to forgetfulness. Also the 

Haferentim have all been supplied during the past year with "Referentsn 

safes" in which they put their working papers, including any Zettel for 

visits for which they have not yet written contact reports* On the 

chance that soae RefWrenten carelessly left such material in their desks, 

however, and a person in the building got unauthorised access to the 

room and desk during the night, CARBO will check the identity of night 

watchmen during the period when the visits took place and any personnel 

changes thereof, as well as the identity of the cleaning womb and 

and personnel changes thereof* Cl suggested a check with the

when the visits took place, but CARBO noted this could not be done without 

arousing undue curiosity among the police* The make up of the police 

cinews who oooupy a room In the building during the night changes constantly, 

according to CARBO, CL LL suggested the possibility of a reward of DM 10 

to any night watchman who could find sensitive material in a desk after 

houra-to provide incentive fbr a really thorough check* 

c* CARBO noted that a $4 result of the SfS* gaining info re the 73 

visitors, a number of new measures had been taken* In almost all cases, noted

CARBO, the new measures had been propoaed/before and always rejected on the 
general grounds that they would disturb the work of the organisation too .much* 
These new measures include: 

X (1) Ho one is now allowed in the registry except those who work there | 
all others must remain behind the barrier in the registry entrance* This 
means the end of the lengthy afternoon nsttaefte Kaffee Xlatsch which 
had normally taken place in the Registry* This had been hard to end earlier, 
since IAUSXL had beaded the proceedings* The new procedure is being followed 
strictly, however.
